The authors of the letter declare 
that “the strength of the Israel 
Defence Forces is in the identifica- 
tion of its citizen-soldiers with the 
State of Isarel."" 

An aide to Begin, asked about the 
letter, said that there were hundreds 
of thousands of reservists in the 
country and that the present govern- 
ment had been elected by a decisive 
part of the electorate which sup- 
ported its position, 

To this, 2 spokesman for the 


aignatories responded that the elec- 
tions were conducted before the 
Sadat visit. 

The spokesman. who preferred not 
to have his name published. said that 
no political organization had In- 
spired the letter. Most of the 
signatories had voted for Labour or 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change in the last elections and 2 
few had voted for the Likud, he said. 

“This really began in a discussion 
at the Hebrew University about two 
weeks ago," he sald. “We felt we had 
to do something drastic to mobilize 
public opinion. This was entirely 
spontaneous and !t was a matter of 
people asking people they knew to 
sign.”” 

About 40 per cent of the signatories 
are kibbutz members, he said. 

The group plans to continue its ac- 
tivities by taking out advertisements 
in several newspapers this morning 
calling on like-minded persons to 
write to them. 

Five weeks ago. a group of high 
school seniors from the Tel. Aviv 
area wrote 2 letter to Begin calling 
on Israel to pull out of the territories 
and recognize the rights of the 
Palestinians to self-determination.

Second generation 
stays on kibbutz, 
symposium says 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Kibbutz children are 
staying on, reversing the trend of a 
decade ago. 

This was the conclusion of a day- 
long symposium on “the absorption 
of the second generation of the kib- 
butz," held at the University of Haifa 
yesterday. 

The symposium was sponsored by 
the university's Institute for 
Research and Study of the Kibbutz 
and the Cooperative Concept. The 
participants heard three speakers 
discussing their recent studies of the 
problem. 

Menahem Rosener, Chairman of 
the Institute, presented the con- 
clusions of a comparative study 
which revealed that the young peo- 
ple interviewed in 1976 were less 
ideologically alienated from the kib- 
butz than their predecessors of 1969. 
The 290 persons interviewed, in 1974, 
whose average age was 27, were 
found to have a more positive 
relationship to the kibbutz than those 
surveyed in 1969. They felt more 
secure there and believed thet they 
had a future in the development of 
the kibbutz, he said. 

In an interview, Dr. Rosener 
stressed the importance of early 
childhood socialization and the 
period of re-absorption into the kib- 
butz after completing army service 
as crucial in tue decision of young 

le to stay. 
ac Levitan, chief researcher of 
the institute, argued that ideological, 
not material, reasons were the main 
motive to leave the kibbutz. He 
maintained that children see and 
react to a difference between the 
values they learned in school and the 
way they are practised on the kib- 
butz. At kibbutzim which practise 
what they preach, he stated, a higher 
percentage of children stay on after 
their army service than at those 
which do not. :

PEKING (REUTER). — China

The constitution, approved by the 
Fitth National Peoples Congress on 
Sunday, replaces ἃ document ap- 
proved three years ago. 

A strong feature of the latest docu- 
ment is that it is based largely on the 
1954 constitution, China's first as a 
communist state, and gives back to 
citizens many rights since dropped. 


Several complete articles from the 
original conatitution have been 
revived in the latest one, and a 
number of references have been 
dropped from the 1975 document. 

For instance, the right te defence 
in a trial is now restored, and any 
person can lodge complaints againgt 
government workers. At the same 
time the country's ethnic minorities 
are given back their rights to 
“preserve or reform their own 
customs and ways." 


Presenting the draft constitution 
last Wednesday, party vice- 
chairman Yeh Chien-ying said that

Guatemala candidate claims 
fraud in national election 


GUATEMALA CITY (AP). — The 
votes in Sunday’s national election in 
the capital district are being 
recounted, but the third man in the 
Presidential race charges large- 
scale vote fraud and demands a 
recount for the entire country. 

A tightly-guarded recount in 
Guatemala City and its environs 
began on Monday night as in- 
complete returns from the rest of the 
country gave Col. Enrique Peralta 
Azurdia, a former president and 
atrong anti-Communist, 171,951 
votes, Gen. Romeo Lucas Garcia, a 
moderate conservative said to have 
the backing of the military, 169, 811, 
and Gen. Ricardo Perata Mendez, 
considered slightly left of centre, 
118, 659. 

Since the capital district has a 
sixth of the 1.8 million voters, the 
recount could change the order of 
finish. 

Government supporters and elec- 
tion officials conceded there had 


been some vote fraud but contended: 


it was only in connection with the 
elections of mayors and local coun- 
cilmen, 

But Peralta Mendez, the candidate 
of the Christian Democratic Party, 
told a news conference: ‘The 
anomalies were definitely at the 
national Jevel."" 

He charged that the vote count was 
changed by inking in or , taping over 
numbers, that communications 
between his party headquarters and 
outlying districts were blocked and 
that some of his party workers were 
ejected from polling stations at 
pistol point. 

‘The Guatemalans voted on Sunday 
for president, vice-president, a new 
congress of 61 members and mayors 
and council members in 48 cities. If 
no presidential candidate gets a ma- 
jority, congress names the winner 
from the two highest men. This has 
happened in every election since 
1958, and congress has usually pick- 
ed the candidate who got the most 
votes.

The antiquities department 
ordered its removal] within 10 days, 
although construction only began 
about two weeks ago, the newspaper 
said. 

The Japanese say they are 
building the miniature to 
find out how the ancient 
built the much larger pyramids of 
Giza. Employing several thousand 
Egyptian labourers, they had said 
they would stick to old building 
methods, but Cairo newspapers said 
they “cheated"' by using modern 
equipment such ag machinery and 
cement which were unknown 4,000 
years ago when the Great Pyramids 
were constructed.

ONE of the most rewarding aspects 
of family practice is being able to 
watch the development and 
“evolution™ of families in one's care. 
As medica) advisor to the family un- 
it, one participates in the joys and 
sorrows the passage of time in- 
evitably brings. 

Consequently family medicine has 
often been described --- in relation to 
time — as medical practice in a con- 
tinuous or ‘vertical’ sense, in con- 
trast to the “horizontal cross- 
sectional nature characterizing con- 
tacts in most other forma of medical 
care. 

This means, of course, that the 
family doctor may often literally 
have to Hive with his mistakes. 
Thankfully it more often gives the 
practitioner the satisfaction of 
witnessing the successful outcome of 
treatment, reassurance or advice. 
Two cases from last year's case- 
book nicely illustrate this point. 


AMIR was only three weeks old 
when his mother first brought him to 
see me. He looked contented enough 
at being in my office, but his mother 
didn't. 

“It's wind,” she told me right 
away. “Every time I feed him, he 
fills up with it and just refuses to 
bring it up. If he does, he usually 
manages to bring up half his feed, 
too. Then he cries and cries with bis 
tummy going as tight as a drum." 
She looked at her offspring accusing- 
ly as she spoke. 

Amir was being bottle fed 501 ask- 
ed to see his bottle and examined the 
wipple. The milk dripped out at a 
rate of about one drop per second. 
Sometimes if the hole in the nipple is 
too small, a baby will swallow a lot of 
air in a frantic attempt to get at the 
milk. But this wasn’t the answer in 
thia case. 

Neither was his mother's feeding 
technique at fault. When I asked her 
to feed him, she did so both effective- 
ly and affectionately. After about 
five minutes she hoisted him over 
one shoulder and patted him on the 
back. Nothing happened. Amir con- 
tinued to gaze straight ahead, quite 
unconcerned about the whole 
procedure. 

“Let me have him for a minute," I 
said.

Shimron defends report’s 
‘aw and order’ bias

RAMAT GAN. — The academic 
community, particularly Israel's 
criminologists, were not particularly 
eager to volunteer their services to 
the Shimron Commission,: Erwin 8. 
Shimron, chairman of the commis- 
sion, complained during a seminar 
held at Bar Dan University last 
week. 

Shimron was answering criticisms 
of his commission's report, including 
the comment made during the. 
seminar itself by criminologist and 
sociologist Dr. Menahem Amir, to 
the: effect ‘that the. commission 
should have called in more social 
scientists for data and analyses. 

Another of Amir's complaints was 
that the large number of lawyers on 
the commission gave it ἃ “law and 
order” bias. “How can you have 8. 
commission on. crime without such a 
bias?" Shimron asked. 

The chairman of the commission 
also noted that it had been set up as 
an inquiry body, not as an In- 
vestigative commission designed to 
point to individuals or institutions. 

Other members of the commission 
who spoke at the seminar defended 
some of its recommendations. 
Matityahu Sela, for example, said 
that accused persons should not have 
the right to keep silent in all cir- 


cumstances, since criminals tend to 
take advantage of that right to im- 
pede justice. The need to allow for 
testimony taken before the police to 
be acceptable as evidence in court, 
especially where the witness had dis- 
appeared and could not be brought to 
court or changed his testimony com- 
pletely in court, was another case in 
which Dr. Sela thought the right of 
society to protection against 
criminal activity must supersede the 
right of the criminal to protect 
himself. 


Dr. Sela, too, was critical of the 
academic community. ‘There are 
500 criminology students at Bar Dan 
University. But how many of them 
will go to work for the police or the 
probation service?" 


Former Income Tax Com- 
missioner, Yitzhak Mann, spoke of 
crime as a business. ‘When a man 
opens a legitimate business, he 
wants to make money but he also has 
pride in what he creates or sells. The 
criminal just wants the money, 00 
matter whom he has to hurt in the 
process of getting it." 

He also mentioned the tendency of 
criminals to invest money made in 11- 
licit enterprises in legitimate ones,

NEW YORK. — ‘'We see absolutely 
no conflict of interests in supporting 
both the Begin Government and the 
Histadrut, although they may be at 
loggerheads with each other." This 
was stated here recently by Nahum 
Guttman of the American Friends of 
the Histadrut. 

This group raises about $5m. a 
year. to support the Histadrut in 
Israel]; it is also active in 
organized labour in the U.S, (A.F.L.- 
C.1.0.) to throw its weight behind 
Israel on a variety. of issues. 

“Let me make our position clear,”’ 
Guttman said. “‘We support Israel as 
8. democracy. As a democracy, it has 
a right to change its Government, to 
elect Menahem Begin, or anyone 
else, as Prime Minister. We will con- 
tinue to support the Government of 
Israel as long as it is democratic.” 

Question: ‘‘But there is con- 
siderable talk in Israel that the 
Begin regime means not only to 


nationalize the Histadrut's pension - 


funds, but also Kupat Holim, the 
latter.through its incorporation in a 


‘national health system. Both these: 


moves will drastically incapacitate 
the Histadrut?" "

Guttman said that ‘‘if the 
Histadrut were shorn of its social 
arms, and of its economic strength 
(Hevrat Ovdim), we would have to 
find new ways of being helpful.” 

“But I would like to ποῖα," he said, 
‘that the Histadrut has very 
successfully weathered plenty of 
other storms. Among these was 
relinquishing its own school system 

in favour of an integrated national 
school system; giving away its 
labour exchanges; the industrializa- 
tion of the kibbutzim and allowing 
hired labour there. 

“"'Then there was the case of seeing 
the bus cooperatives become 
cooperatives in name only, and 
many others. If A.D. Gordon were 
alive today, he would be shocked to 
death. But the Histadrut has sur- 
vived; it has even grown stronger,” 
he said.

Most hijack fatalities were small 
in number, however. They included 
the shooting of the pilot of the 
Lufthansa Boeing 737 hijacked by 
terrorists in October and the subse- 
quent shooting by German comman- 
dos of three terrorists (technically 
listed as ‘‘passengers*’’) at 
Mogadishu.

THE BRUSSELS conference has done a good job in bringing 
into the limelight what looks like an ugly resurgence of anti- 


Semitism in the Soviet Union. 


Finding fault with the Jews is nothing new. The Russians have 
chosen, for reasons of political convenience, to side with Israel's 
enemies and so feel completely free to criticise Israel for her 
policies, the Zionists for supporting Israel, and the Jews for be- 


ing Zionists. 


But the new style that is starting to creep in has nothing to do 
with logical argument or the taking of arguable positions. Men 
like Emelyanov, Solodar and Korneyev are latching on to the 
quasi-insane hysterics that were up to now the prerogative of 
the Nazi press in Hitler's Germany. ᾿ 

What is this outbreak in the Soviet Union for? A perusal of a 
position paper by Emelyanov, which has reached The 
Jerusalem Post, reveals that there is method in the madness. 

Emelyanov depicts the B'nai B’rith as possessing almost com- 
plete control of the capitalist world — so that readers will 
believe his subsequent statement that President Carter is the 
slave and tool of this Jewish organization. 

Once that “‘fact”’ is established, there is little danger that the 
man-in-the-street will be able (or if he is able, will dare) to show 
sympathy for American policies. 

Amnesty International is branded as a Zionist Masonic con- 
cern; which makes it easy to shrug off Amnesty's campaign for 
the principles of Helsinki, and its stand for the preservation of 


human rights. 


Worse still — the B'nai B'rith is alleged to have extended its 
secret lodges right inside the Soviet Union. What better excuse 
for multiplying security measures, breaking up harmless get- 
togethers, and victimising people who speak their own minds? 

There has been a breath of freedom in the USSR during the 
last decade, resulting from widening international contacts in 
trade and politics that expose an increasing number of citizens 


to Western ideas. 


Hard-liners in Moscow must have been searching, with grow- 
ing anxiety, for a weapon with which to intensify repression. 
Well, here it is, ready to hand. The B'nai B'rith, it is alleged, has 
“goyish” (sic) subsidiaries. That is in order to let the KGB 
crack down on Gentiles, not just on Jews. = 

It is an old story. The purpose of anti-Semitism is to tighten 
the screws of tyranny. Not only Jews should be aghast at the — 
officially authorised — outpouring of these latter-day 
Streichers, in the capital! of one of the world's two most powerful 


countries. 


Weizman’s trigger 
PRESUMABLY the immediate issue which led Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman to threaten to resign or put his foot 
down as the case may be has been resolved without a rupture. 
Prof. Yadin who is the acting Defence Minister, strongly 
emphasized yesterday that there is no settlement activity tak- 
ing place counter to the understanding reached in the Cabinet 


with Mr. Weizman's approval. 


Yet even if the present tempest fades, it will leave an indelible 
mark on the Begin Cabinet. τς will have shown that under cer- 
tain, not far-fetched conditions, Mr. Begin could be faced not 
only with Mr, Weizman's resignation, but a cleavage with the 


Liberals, led by Mr. Ehrlich. 


The rather tangible hint of such a possibility, as publicized 
yesterday, will not enhance the Premier's position as he 
prepares for his forthcoming encounter with President Carter. 

Moreover, it will be bound to have a harmful effect on internal 
relations within the Cabinet. It will further heighten suspicions 
not simply between some of the key ministers, who have 
already been sparring with each other, but also between the 
political groupings that form the coalition. 

After his return from Washington, Mr. Begin will have to take 
a hard look at the causes of the swift deterioration that has beset

Ehrlich and Meshel agreed that 
the joint government-Histadrut com- 
mittee on taxation would be asked to 
examine the tax system in an effort 
to combat inflation. Among other 
things, the Histedrut wants a re- 
examination of the taxes on night 
shift pay and productivity payments 
for exceeding regular norms. The 
Histadrut says it does not want to 
damage the income tax reform of 
1975, but that the tax system should 
be re-examined — particularly since 
changes in taxation had occurred 
also with respect to industry. 

The finance minister asked the 

Histadrut chief to see to it that the 
Histadrut first concludes its wage 
negotiations with industry so that a 
policy can be laid down for the public 
sector. Meshel replied that the 
Histadrut would negotiate 
simultaneously with both sectors, 
without giving preference to: con- 
cluding one or the other agreement 
first. 
The specific strikes now underway 
were not mentioned throughout the 
discussion between Ehrlich and 
Meshel, and the main topics were the 
fight against inflation and the pen- 
ding wage negotiations.

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THE PROBLEMS of education ἰπ΄ 
Israel, which have been dealt with In 
several articles on this page In re- 
cent months, are in fact no different 
from those of Weatern education in 
general. Although exacerbated here 
by difficulties specific to the Israeli 
situation, they atem from a confused 


understanding of the real aims of ἃ ᾿ 
national educational system and. a 


subsequent conflict of priorities. 

We all know that the first days and 
years of a child's schooling are fun- 
damentally important. His 
relationship with his teachers and 
the quality of their teaching, the 
amount of individual attention he 
receives, the school environment, 
and the availability of positive 
stimuli, are all crucial influences on 
the development of the child's at- 
titude to learning. 

Yet despite the vast extent of our 
national investment in education, it 
ia precisely the area of primary 
education that receives the lowest 
priority. Figures show that in recent 
years primary education has recelv- 
ed only about one-half the sum per 
child allotted to secondary school 
education. Physical conditions and 
equipment are often poor; teachers 
are frequently the least experienced 
and poorest qualified in the profes- 
sion. Teaching hours are longer. 
Prospects for promotion more 
limited. 

In this patriarchal society, one 
need ask only ‘How many men teach 
in primary schools?" to understand 
the lowly status of primary teachers., 
As one woman told me, “‘I've got an 
M.A. Who needs an M.A. for a ‘job 
like that?” The contempt in her 
voice was unmistakable. 

Yet I remember my own first 
grade teacher with love and affec- 
tion. Miss Nina of the white hair, 
warm smile, and vast understanding 
of small boys, was Joved and 
respected by the entire community, 
as primary school teachers should 
be. I look forward to the day when 
they will be regarded as being at the 
top of the profession, their immense 
responsibility fully recognized. 

Until then, children will continue 
to enter secondary schoo] convinced 
of their inadequacy, regarding the 
teacher as their natural enemy, cer- 
tain that school is useless, incapable 
of more than minimal cooperation 
with each other, argumentative, in- 
tolerant, and bitter. Under such cir- 
cumstances it is scarcely surprising 
that even good teachers with good 
equipment fail with all but a handful 
of pupils. 

It is surely not illogical to suggest 
that if we reversed our priorities and 
encouraged our best teachers to 
enter primary school, limited the 
size of classes and improved 
physica) plant, and, as I shall 
suggest below, introduced some new 
teaching techniques, there would be 
a heartening change in the at- 
mosphere of our secondary schools 
as well. Of course this would be ex- 
pensive, but we must reckon the coat 
today, in both economic and human

terms, of the terrifying waste of 
potential that resuits from our 
current system. 

We are plagued by delinquency, 
vandalism, .drug-taking, crime, 
‘teenage prostitution, and by a pop- 
ulation increasingly cynical, 
frustrated, sensation-seeking and 
violent. Not all of this can 
reasonably be blamed on the school, 
of course, but only in the school can 
we hope to break the vicious-cirele of 
children, formed in the negative in- 
fluence of an inadequate society and 
uncomprehending parents, becom- 
ing the inadequate and uncom- 
prehending parents of the next 
generation. ¥ 


I DO NOT ADVOCATE the kind of 
far-reaching changes of syllabus 
which Martin Van Creveld proposed 
in these columns, but some of the 
scorn poured on him in letters from 
readers exposed the crucial fallacy 
which makes our schools the sad 
places they are. Van Creveld's 
eritics would seem to believe that 
work is evidently the antithesis ta 
play , the former all unwilling 
drudgery, the latter all irresponsible 
fun, And how many of us implicitly 
agree with that? 

Young children, however, make no 
such distinction. In our early years 
we assimilate and organize an enor- 
mous amount of data, constantly 
revising our mental model of the 
world in the light of our developing 
image of reality. We explore and dis- 
cover, test and create, fantasize and 
relate, all through the medium of 


play. It has been well said that for. 


the child, play is the totality of ex- 


perience; it 15 his work, his task, his 


natural means of expression. 
Unfortunately, the adult feeling 
that work, however necessary, is to 


᾿ be avoided wherever possible, con- 


flicts with our need to educate our 
children to the valve of work. The 
same father who arrives home in a 
bad mood from a job he works at 
solely for the pay expecta his 
children to study hard and get good 
marks. He therefore denigrates play 
as frivolous and unnecessary, a 
waste of time, while he himself 
spends hours glued to the television. 

The children, faced with these con- 
tradic Q 
and begin to feel guilty when they 
are enjoying themselves. The idea 
that pleasure ls somehow sinful is, 
sadly, an old one. 

It is a major crime against 
humanity that our achools all too of- 
ten compound this unhealthy situa 
rather than provide an antidote to it. 
It is in school, finally, that the child's 
intuition that learning can be fun is 
destroyed and his creative capacity 
stultified. Somehow we peraist in 
those methods that are virtually sure

Competitiveness, for example, is 
encouraged as a means of. spurring 
pupils to greater effort. But the 
results are often the opposite of thoze 
desired. τ has been clearly 
demonstrated (by Jules Henry and 
Arthur Combs among others) that - 
competition stimulates only those 
who feel they have a chance of win- 


For the rest, the majority, it 
breeds a fear of failure and leads to 
au ‘unwillingness to try, to un- 
warranted submission to authority, 
“to cheating, to ridiculing others, to 
hatred of the success of others and to 
attempts to thwart such success. It 
contributes to the “drop-out” rate, 
and, indirectly, ta delinquency. 

The argument usually put forw: 
in defence of the competitive spirit in 
school, that children need to be 
prepared for the competition per- 
vading adult life, is insiduously 
logical, but none the less false. 
Which is better — an average child 
imbued with a spirit of cooperation, 
self-confident and secure in his 
relationship to others, or an average 


child imbued with the negative ἡ 


qualities noted above? 

Exposure to competition is no 
guarantee of fitness for competition 
in the future. ‘ 


THE CON demanded by 
our system isolates the creative in- 
dividualist and frustrates the poten- 
tally creative child. Education 
becomes ‘‘a funnel through which 
every child 14 squeezed into an ever 
narrowing circle; at the end there is 
room only for a single set of ‘right’ 
answers,’" as George Leonard 
writes. The result is an average un- 
iversity student bewildered by and 
resentful of requests to think for 
himself. Instead of learning to think, 
he has been solving the basic 
problem of every pupil, how to get a 
“9 average." ἡ 

Incidentally, it seems to me that 
the current controversy over Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer's 
proposals for increased religious and 
moral content in the curriculum are 
somewhat irrelevant. I teach depriv- 
ed children from religious schools, 
who are no less violent, intolerant, 
apathetic and cowed than ‘the 
children I teach from similar non- 
religious schools. © 

It Is the system of teaching that 
needs revision and not merely the 
content. For most of these children it 
matters little whether the subject is 
Geography or Judaism, since they 
are so little involved personally in 
the learning process. Small wonder 
that the teacher spends so much 
time simply trying, without avail, to 
keep them quiet. In one comprehen- 


sive school I was told quitezeriously 
that if I could get 20 minutes of 
productive work out of a class 


period, I'd be doing very well. That © 
* was the 10th grade! 


Yet there is a large and growing 
body of Hterature and practical ex- 
perience that demonstrates just how 
the situation can be remedied; or at 
very least, how a start can be made. 
It has been said that we learn 
through experience and experien- 
cing, and that what we call “talent” 
is largely a greater-than-average 
capacity for experiencing. If, then, 
we help the child fully to develop his 
own individual capacity for ex- 
periencing, we shall provide him 
with a basic tool for learning. True 
learning involves the discovery of 
meaning, rather than the acquisition 
of knowledge, and this ocdurs only 
when the pupil is personally involved 


. in the lesson. Involvement fs en-

HOW CAN Israel capture the 
diplomatic initiative, halt the decline 
in American support, and either 
smoke out Sadat or force him to 
make peace? ‘ 

In, general outline, the prime 
minister's strategy should be based 
on the proposal for a tripartite, 
defensive alliance between Israel, 
Egypt, and the U.S. Such an alliance 
would rest on certain major precon- 
ditions: Israel would give up the 
Sinai, including its alr bases, and in 
compensation would receive 
American arms sufficient to main- 
tain its security; the Sinai would be 
demilitarized; Egypt would provide 
the U.S. with air and naval facilities 
in return for military and economic 
assistance. 

‘The alliance would obviously hinge 
on the third precondition, in defence 
of which it could be argued that 
Egypt had once provided the Soviet” 
Union with air and naval facilities in 
return for Russian arms, and it 
should do the same for the U.S. in 
return for American arms. Sadat's 
reaction to this request would be a 
sure test of whether he has really 
oroken with Moscow and is genuine- 
ly seeking a lasting peace with 
Israel. 

To be sure, it will not be easy to
